It is difficult to believe that we have almost 
completed a full semester in the R. Howard 
Webster Library, that winter is upon us, that 
Christmas is just around the corner and that, 
more than anything, we have flourished: with 
new services, new contacts with students and 
faculty, and a new feeling of comradery among 
the staff. This is the first time the downtowners 
' find themselves together in one building. The 
joy and excitement we are experiencing mirrors 
that enjoyed by the Vanier Library staff a few 
aoe ago when they moved into their new 
uilding. 


One can also say we have survived the fatigue 
and the despair that many of us feel due to the 
unexpected and unanticipated increase in use of 
the Library. Activity in most services has 
increased a minimum of 60%. Attendance has 
increased dramatically - 308,000 people entered 
the Library in October. In fact, we think that the 
number is even higher as attendance is now 
counted by an imprecise electronic eye. The 
Vanier Library experienced a similar growth 
when it opened and continues to cope with only 
minimal augmentation. We are all concerned 
about the library workload and are working to 
prepare a Saepy which will bring relief. In the 
meantime, your Unit Heads are constantly 
singing your praises! 


The credit for the Library's success is shared by 
all of you. Without the support and direction 
aver by the Division Heads and their Unit 

eads, we would not have been able to achieve 
the success which we experience today; and 
without the assistance of the Librarians and the 
Staff, we would not be able to maintain that 
success. 


This year has brought many changes, so will. 
1993. We are still experimenting with the 
organizational structures which we have in 
place, with the committees, and with the way we 
do things. We must do so in order to remain 
open and sensitive to the requirements of the 
staff, the Library system and the University. In 
this regard, we need you to keep us informed 
and aware of your concerns. 


Although the members who constitute the Office 
of the Director have already taken ae 
opportunities to thank each one of you for your 
unique contribution, your hard work, dedication, 
humour and good nature during this period of 
transition, | am happy to do it once again on 
their behalf.
